Benjamin W. Pearce, the oldest uews- 


p*p»r man in the state.died at his home 
on Thames street on Friday after a long 
period of feeble health. Ou Saturday 
last Mr. Pearce had passed his eighty- 
fifth milestone, and since that time his 
health had fulled 
very percepti bly, 


death resulting at about 9.30 yesterday 
morning. 
He was in posseuaiou of hii 


faculties to the last. 


Mr. Pearce was born in the; town of 


Swansea, Mass., in 1819, the sou of 
Lewis aud Phebe Pearce. His early 
education was quite limited as he early 
entered a factory iu Fall River. Al- 
though without the advantage of much 
schooling be nevertheless was a close 
student of books and newspapers aud 
thus secured the rudiments of his edu- 
cation. At tbe age of 18 be was ap- 
prenticed to the printing trade, which 
he subsequently made his life vocation. 
He was em ployed in Pawtucket and 
Boston, and In 1857 h« started an even- 
lug daily paper in Fall River which 
was destined to have but a short life. 


Mr. Pearce's residence iu Newport 


dates from 1858 when he came here as 
an all around man on the Daily News. 
For a quarter of a century he was the 
local correspondent of the Providence 
Evening Press, his specialty being 
marine reporting. He was a familiar 
figure iu his little skiff pulling through 
the harbor from vessel to vessel, aud 
he bad a wide range of acquaintance 
among the seafarers. 


When he was 67 years of ag« Mr. 


Pearce began the publication of the 
Newport Enterprise, a little papei ou 
which he did the entire work, from 
gathering the news and setting it up in 
type to distributing his papers among 
his ^subscribers. 
It was his custom to 


compose his. locals, editorials, poetry, 
eti., In type without first reducing it to 
writing. At the age of 78 Mr. Pearce 
was compelled by failing health to 
abandon this oeenp»l!cu, and since 
that Ume he had occupied himself by 
compiling scrap books of items culled 
from the newspapers, by occasionally 
writing for the papers, and such other 
things as he could do without overtax- 
lug his strength. 


Air. Pearce wae a man of wonderful 


strength ofi) character and indomita- 
ble purpose. When failure eame to 
him, as it sometimes did, he would 
adapt himself to the changed circum- 
stances and courageously resume his 
work without complaint.

When Kobert E. Lee discovered that 


he had caught Grant's marching bat 
ta lions at a disadvantage in 
tbe 


swampy Wilderness thicket he said 
that he had bis new foe Just where he 
had Hooker In the Cbaucelloravllle 
campaign—that Is, practically outgen- 
eraled and beaten before a blow bad 
been struck. Wbat open ground there 
was In the region Lee had covered 
with his batteties before Grant's col- 
umns cauie forward. 
The result was 


that when Grant ordered his famous 
uutl unexampled "charge all along the 
lines" at 5 o'clock tbe morning of Ma.v 
0 his divisions were separated by wide 
swamps and deep streams, his bri- 
gades could not keep touch of elbow 
with one another, and his regiments 
were not always certain whether tbe 
people on their front were friends or 
foes. 


The chief of staff of the Army of tbe 


Potomac, reviewing the campaign, 
said that Grant's expectation was to 
march his army through the Wilder- 
ness thicket to the open ground be- 
yond. He added: "I do not perceive 
that there is anything to Induce the 
belief that General Grant wished to 
flght In the Wilderness. His doing Bo 
was under tlie circumstances unavoid- 
able." As to Grant's grand charge at 
5 o'clock Mai' fi. its difliculties and 
achievements, the line of battle com- 
prised upward of 70.000 meu. General ! 
Sedgwick's RlxHi corps on the extreme . 
right confronted the Confederate left, j 
composed of General Ewell's corps. ' 
General Warren's Fifth Federal corps 
confronted Ewell's right. Far to the 
left of Warren General Hancock's Sec- 
ond corps fought with General Hill's 
Confederates. 
Longstreet's 
reserve 


corps not being in position at that 
hour. General Illirnside was to bring 
in 1'ie Ninth Federal corps and cover 
tlie spnce between Warren's left and 
Hancock's right. Burnside started in 
Ilie night without guides find was not 
in position when the attack began, but 
General Wadsworth's Federal division 
started from Warren's position before 
daylight with orders to "charge right 
through" the unoccupied space as- 
signed to Buruside and unite with 
Hancock's line. 


Wndswortli got his division through 


and was killed soon after he joined 
Hancock. 
Meanwhile both Scdgwick 


and Warren were repulsed in successive 
assaults. 
Hancock's Hue of four di 


visions drove Hill's men back a mile 
through the forest. H's divisions be 
came mixed in tiie thicket, and, more- 
over, Wadsworth's coining on the right 
fiank crowded the line toward the cen- 
ter. That was the moment tu go ahead 
hut for the confusion. 
.As It was. tin- 


leader of the charge ordered the men 
lo halt and rectify the lines for a linal 
advaiu-e. 
This delayed advance was 


cliccUcd about li o'clock by the an-hal 
of Longstrcct's foremost division to the 
aid of Hill. 


The Confederate lenders tool; advan- 


tage of the confusion ami delay among 
their enemies lo return tlie charge upon 
Hancock's line. One division of Long- 
street's fresh men remained in front of 
Hancock, and Jiic other, supported by 
one of Hill's divisions, marched aruund 
the ll.-ink to serve Hancock's line as 
Stonewall Jackson served 
Howard's 


Eleventh 
corps 
at 
Chain-ellnrsville. 


This blow would have succcc'lcd and . 
given another turn to the history of 
tint day but for the nature of tlie hat- ! 
tlegronnd. 
Hancock's line faced west, 


but the right 'brigades had fought for- 
ward farther than tlie left, so that 
l.ongstrect's column did not go far 
enough to strike the unguarded flank. 
After marching cast some distance the 
Confederate Hanking column 
swung 


northward and struck Hancock's cen- 
ter, where Longstreet's leading division 
and a division of Hill's were lighting 
with Hancock. 


Longstreet in person was on the old 


line in front of Hancnc!;. where his 
troops liad checked the Federals an 
hour before. When he supposed that 
the flanking column south of the road 
had gone f;::- enough lie ordered thr 
brigades at hand to go forward, 
.lust 


then his own troops in tlie thicket 
south of the road, supposing they liad 
met the emn:y. opened a terrible lire 
upon fri"ii !s. 
I.cngslrcct rode at the

As Longstroot was carried to the 


wounded." To prove their error Long- 
street lifted bis hat with ids unwound 
ed arm, and the soldiers greeted the 
•alute with cheers. 


Longstreet told bis division leaders 


to push, on with tbe charge, but it 
seems that Lee took tbe matter in 
band and ordered the attack suspend 
ed until the lines could be straightened 
out. liy that time the Federals bad re 
covered from their confusion and built 
breastworks along the whole front. 
One of Longstreet's division leaders 
General Fields, says, "Had our ad- 
vance not been suspended by this dls 
aster I have always believed that 
Grant would have been driven across 
tbe Rapidan before night." 


It was nearly nightfall when Lee re 


Burned the attack upon Hancock's po- 
sition at the plank road. He pushed 
forward two divisions and captured a 
line of breastworks, but tlie Federals 
rallied and tpilckly drove the victors 
out. 
Meanwhile 
General 
Burnslde, 


whose corps had been counted upon tc 
cover the long gap in Grant's line, got 
his troops into position north of Uif 
plank road between Hancock and War- 
ren and drove the Confederates back 
to their old lines of the morning. 


Burnside's advance put a cheek tc 


any forward movement by Ewell's 
Confederate corps on Lee's extreme 
left 
Ewell 
merely 
held his own 


against the assaults of Warren and 
Sedgwlck. Thus the day ended with 
the opposing forces locked in a death 
grapple, neither side being able tc 
forgo ahead. 


One resource remained to end tin 


deadlock In the Wilderness. That wa.- 
a blow delivered in Stonewall Jackson's 
way, on the flank of tiie enemy. Hard 
beset and heavily outnumbered though 
they were, the Confederates made I In 
attempt under the leadership of the 
late General John B. Gordon, who or. 
more than one occasion startled tho 
Federal army with the bold tactics of 
his 
old commander, Jackson. 
Soon 


after dark on the Uth Gordon, at the 
head of a division composed chiefly of 
.the veterans of Stonewall Jackson's 
old corps, marched on a detour around 
the extreme right of the Sixth Federal 
corps. 
After clearing

flank completely Gordon formed

and as a consequence it causes tlie pre- 
vailing winds ou the Pacific slope lo 
blow from the uorth aud the prevailing 
winds easl of the Rockies to blow from 
some southern point. The storm forces 
comedown Ihrougb Ihe perpetual high 
barometers that hang over the North 
Atlantic and North Pacific aud go up 
through the semi-auuual low barom- 
eter whose ceuter is near Salt Lake 
City. These barometers work together 
like three cog-wheels and the consc- 
qtieuceofthese wheels or atmospheric 
barometers, is almost exactly opposite 
weather ou the two sides of I he Rock- 
ies. If you will read my forecasts of 
cold waves aud warm waves to the 
very iuverse, or up side down, for west 
of the Rockies you will have my fore- 
casts lor lhat section. 
Don't get 


things mixed. The above has reference 
to ouly cold waves and hot I waves aud 
uot to the storm waves thai cross the 
coutiuent fiom west to east.

The Senate devoted Thursday to eu-

Sena- 
tor Daniel followed with high praise for 
Ihe Seuator who, he said, came of the 
old Virgluia stock, and was au honest 
uiau who loved all sections of our com- 
mon country. Senator Perkins. Cali- 
fornia, added bis tribute of prs!««»»id 
was followed by lieveridge, Indiana, 
who preached 'a flowery sermou upon 
death and the future life. Senator De- 
pew,In a very vigorous strain for so old a 
man, dwelt upon the business uiau aud 
the multimillionaire iu the Senate, de- 
fending their presence m that body. 
He referred to the great work Senator 
Hauiia was interested in Ihrough the 
Civic Federation aud his efforts to rec- 
oncile capital aud labor. This speech 
was too much for Ihe aged man aud he 
was taken ill upon its conclusion. Sen- 
ator Dolliver, of Iowa, defended Hauna 
as vigorously as he had Postmaster 
Geueral Payue a few days before. 
He 


regarded the departed Senalor as a love- 
able, genial, broad-minded man, who 
worked hard for the uplifting of man- 
kind. He was deeply interested In the 
work of the Salvation Army and wai 
the champion of the laboring man. 
Jlauy interesting anecdotes were relat- 
ed of the great aud good Senator and 
the vast audience listened with deep 
interest uutil the end. 


A large number of magazine editors 


»ud writers, authors and artists, en- 
joyed a banquet,aud subsequent speech- 
making, iu this city Thursday evening. 
The President arrived about 10 p. ill. 
aud was bailed as "the foremost author 
of them all." He greeted the maga- 
zine writers as "the real governing 
class," aud said that "the people them- 
selves are ultimately responsible for 
the government." He cautioned them 
agamst the spirit of "boastfuluess," aud 
he would have reform begiu at home. 
The other speakers included the French 
and German Ambassadors, Senator 
Bevendge, Dr. Henry Vau Dyke aud 
ex-Governor Black of New York, who 
said many sharp things iu a very epi- 
grammatic manner. John Hay wai 
there, also some of the justices of tbe 
supreme court, aud some four huudred 
other men not unknown lo fame. 


The House committee ou labor has 


decided to let the eight hour bill go over 
uuti) next December. This bill pro- 
posed to lix eight hours as a day's labor 
upon all government contract-*. Iu the 
bearings before the committee it met 
wilh much opposition by such men as 
.Mr. Wallace Downey, a large ship- 
builder; Mr. James M. Beck, who was 
one of the counsel for the trusts in the 
Merger case; the Auti-Boycott Associa- 
tion and the American Association of 
Manufacturers. They all declared ihe 
bill was loaded with dynamite aud was 
unconsliliitional. The whole matter 
has been referred to the department of 
labor with a request that it collect some 
very obscure information. 


Consideration of the postoftice appro- 


priation bill was resumed iu I be Senate 
yesterday. That body has been more 
liberal with the free rural .delivery car- 
riers than the House proposed to be. It 
uas agreed to permit them to carry 
merchandise for pay, to take orders and 
to solicit subscriptions for periodicals. 
All'willget a salary of $720. The at- 
tempt to reclaasify them was abandon- 
ed. A small river aud harbor bill will 
be reported to the House carrying but 
$3,000,000. A Houae. committee is con- 
sidering the subject of reform in the 
civil service. The currency bill, to do 
away with the limit on subsidiary coin- 
age of silver, and lo permit gold cerlili- 
cates of thedenominalion of JIO.OO to be 
issued, has been reported to the House. 
The telegraphers of the civil war want 
a pension. 
It is proposed to establish 


a juvenile court iu Ihe Dislrict of Co- 
lumbia. The House has passed tbe bill 
extending the trade laws of the United 
States to the Philippine Islands after 
1900. It in feared that the whole ques- 
tion of Chinese exclusion will have to 
be fought over again. 


Kepresentative Bartletl, of Georgia, 


in the House, read a letter from Grover 
Cleveland denying certain statements

changed. 
Chief ijunner's Mate Mon- 


sou saved the ship and lives of over (XX) 
men by jumping into the open maga- 
zine and closing the door behind him. 


It is stated, though not by officers of 


tbe Missouri, that when the officer* 
beard the explosion iii the turret and 
•aw the lire lapping through the top 
they realized thnt tha hot magazine 


• Tvould next explode and bended the ship 
for the beach, intending to beach lier, 
if possible, before the explosion. Cap- 
tain Cowies quickly stopped the plan 
and put the ship back to sea. 


When the tirst explosion occurred iu 


the turret the men in the handling- 
room knew iu an Instant what had oc- 
curred. The big magazine door was 
open and standing against it were four 
charges of powder. 
Without a mo- 


ment's hesitation, Gunner's Mate Mon- 
son shoved these aside and, Jumping 
Into the magazine, pulled the door 
c!o?"d after him. The magazine was 
totally flooded with water and when 
the men opened the door they found 
Monson barely alive, the water baring 
reached to his neck. 


The damage to the battleship is much 


In ad- 
dition to the large amount of ammu- 
nition ruined hy the. magazine being 
flooded, which will amount to thou- 
sand.1; of dollars, the after turret is bad- 
ly injured, the top being,burned away 
aiid all brass work melted inside.

ruined. The estimated damage caused 
by the explosion will reach S.'n.rnm. 


The total list of dead now numbers

THE BATTLESHIP PETROPAVLOVSK. 
Retiring before the advance of a su 


pcrlor Japanese fleet, which was not 
lighting its progress, the 
Russian 


squadron approached the entrance to 
the harbor. 
It was shortly 
after 8 


o'clock in the morning aud most of the 
officers and members of tbe crew were 
at breakfast on the flagship. Vice Ad- 
miral Makaroft' was eating breakfast 
in his cabin and the wardroom was 
crowded with officers surrounding tin- 
tables. On the bridge Grand Uuke 
Cyril, Lieutenant Von Kobe, Captain 
Jakovleff, commanding the vessel, and 
two other officers, were on watch, ex- 
amining the narrow entrance, prepara- 
tory to entering It. 


At about S:30 o'clock there was a 


terrific explosion of the 
boilers, fol- 


lowed a few seconds later by a detona- 
tion from the well-stored 
magazines. 


Huge gaps were torn In the hull of the 
ship aud the water rushed in. 
The 


center of gravity having gone, the ship 
rolled on her side and sunk. 
All In- 


formation tends to prove that a mine 
was responsible for the destruction of 
the Petropavolovsk. 


The scene below will never be de- 


scrlbe'd, as, so far as known, not a 
single person between decks succeeded 
in escaping. 
Tbe hot steam which 


scalded the men on deck Indicated what 
must have been the character of the 
death met by those In the engine room. 
The men on deck were thrown In all 
directions, those falling Into the water 
swimming and grasping the wreckage 
vomited up in the vortex caused by 
the sinking of the ship. 


The remainder of the squadron imme- 


diately stopped and lowered small boats 
and the torpedo boat? steamed as quick- 
ly as possible to tbe 
rescue of the 


survivors. 


The force of the explosion sent Grand 


Duke Cyril Hying across the bridge and 
the base of his skull struck on an iron 
stanchion Believing that the ship was 
about to sink, he clambered hastily 
down its side and plnnged 
into the 


water. 
He succeeded in reaching a 


piece of wreckage, to which he clung. 
He was In the water about 20 minutes 
before he was picked up by a torpedo 
boat. Lieutenant Von Kobe was also 
found swimming and was picked up. 
Captain Yakovleff was thrown against 
a stanchion with such force that ho 
was killed. 


The exact number of Vice Admiral 


Makaroffi's staff on board the Petro- 
pavlovsk when she sank is unknown, 
but It is thought by the admiralty to be 
probably 15 or 10. The eiact number 
of the crew lost is also unknown. The 
Petropavlovsk had 
a complement of 


about Cno, of which 52 were saved at 
last accounts. 


It is officially cnnounced that the tor- 


pedo boat destroyer Bezstrashni- was 
cut from the rest of the Russian fleet 
at Port Arthur and sunk by the Japan- 
ese, that her crew of -15 otflcers and men 
were lost and that the battleship Po- 
beldt accidentally struck a mine while 
itmDeuTerlne, but wa« able to return to 
the h»rbor without IOBB of life.

SteaniBliip Company. President Day 
twliiiicd and Capt. 8. li. Hubcock be- 
caixe president of llietitouinglon Itall- 
road Company. His cousin, Capt. I). 
8. Babeock, formerly airent in Provi- 
dence of the Neptune line, and a man 
of wide experience and great ability, 
became at once prehifient of the new 
8touiugton Steamship Com puny, and 
vice president of the Slonington Hail- 
road Company. The two companies, 
although distinct, thus became one in 
spirit and have so remained. 


Meantime, Capt. William P. Wil- 


liams had built the steamers Ktouing- 
ton and Narnigansett. He ottered them 
first to the Providence and New York 
Steamship Company, and then to the 
new Stouington line. The latter bought 
them and they are favorably known by 
tbousauda todaj. For seven years the 
Stouiugton boats have not missed a 
trip. Four years ago another boat was 
needed, and the Rhode Island was 
built. During the past year, the Mas- 
sachusetts has been in progress, aud is 
now just completed. 


There has been comparatively little 


opposition on the New York aud Prov- 
deuce Hue since the Commercial Hue 
was started. The Governor ran for a 
while in 1868. She left Smith's wharf 
aud touched at Bristol and Newport 
each way. About this time the Han- 
cock ran for a time between Providence 
and New York. One foggy night she 
struck on Nayatt Poiut, aud it discour- 
aged her so that she gave up her tripe. 
In 1861, the Peerless, a side wheel boat, 
started a New York line, Bailing from 
Day & Sprague's wharf. Between 1865 
and 1870, quite a number of boati, 
thrown out of occupation by the closing 
of the war, tried their luck on the New 
York and Providence route, but most of 
them found the luck rather bard. 


In 1806, the Ospray aud Pelicau of 


the Old Commercial line were sold 
at auction in New York. Mr. Buflum 
bought them and started Hie Conti- 
nental line. It ran awhile with satis- 
factory results, but ultimately the boats 
were sold to the Providence aud New 
York Steamship Company. lu 1800, 
H. C. & H. M. Taber, of New York, 
and H. L. Aldrich, of Provideuce, put 
the City of Providence upon the route. 
She was a sidewhcel steamer-of about 
1600 tons and had been used as a gun- 
boat. She continued her trips for some 
time.

To solve the problem, 
he suggested that they send him the 
town bills as presented for the coming 
year,and let him try a financial experi- 
ment. 


PAID ALL THE TOWN'S BILLS. 


He then paid them all iu succession, 


aud thereby saved twenty thousand 
dollars on his annual tax, as paid here- 
to hi Boston. The selectmen, mean- 
while, collected of all other taxpayers 
their usual amount, inside a separate 
fund of It, aud spent that iu securing 
tbe beat roads aud sigu-boards iu tbe 
country. It was all very well in this 
instance. But suppose a series of mil- 
lionaires, migrating to a series of coun- 
try towns what would be the result, 
aud how long before we should have a 
uew form of feudalism? This was one 
question to bo seriously rained, aud 
soon there were others.

THE NEWPORT LINE. 


The history of steamboat communi- 


cation between Providence and New- 
port has in part been told. From 1822 
until 1847- the boots plying between 
Provideuce and New York stopped at 
Newport each way. These boats have 
already been described; but during tbe 
greater purl of the time since 1822 there 
has been a Providence aud Newport 
Hue of boats. 


The lirst steamboat after tbe Firefly 


to run between Providence aud New- 
port was tbe Bristol, which, In October, 
1822, 
wus advertised to make two trips 


daily, except Sundays, leaving Provi- 
deuce at 8 a. m. and Newport at 2 p. 
m. 
Ou Ihe 27tb of October Ibe Rristol 


made an extra trip to accommodate 
members of tbe (ieneral Assembly. 
.She was advertised to leave Newport lit 
1 p. m., and that was the last of her. 
Bhe disappeared as suddenly as if she 
had bjeu stolen by tbe legislators. 


Steamboat talk was very plenty about 


this time, and during 1822 a stock com- 
pany was formed to build a steamboat 
to run between Newport, and Provi- 
deuce. About one-third of the stock 
was owned iu Newport and the re.»t in 
Provideuce. 
The boat was built iu the 


wiuter of 1822 and was called the Prov- 
ideuce. She measured 137 tous. 
Her 


engine was 20-hortie power, aud she 
was at that time the fastest steamboat 
iu the United States. She began regu- 
lar trips July 29, 1828, leaving Newport 
at 8:30 a. m., and Provideuce 3:30 p. ui, 
Slit made the trip in about two hours, 
almost as quick as it is made now. 
• During the fali and winter of 1828 the 
boat was laid up, but she was started 
again the next spring und ran through 
tbe summer. Her route was channel! 
several times. 
Sometimes she touched 


at Bristol, and sometimes left Provi- 
dence iu tbe morning and Newport 
the afternoon.

Disappearance of a flountain. 


(Caribou, Me. Special to New York World.) 
Proof that the New England earth- 


quake of March 21 had its origin in 
Northern Maine wa» furnished to day 
(Wednesday) when a guide came up 
from Tipoque aud affirmed that where 
old Bald Jlountuiu bad reared its 
rounded head for centuries, ouly a new- 
born lake exists to mark the spot. Bald 
Mountain is — or was — situated iu the Ti- 
poque Valley, ouly a few miles from 
the New Bruuswick line, not an Impos- 
ing mountain, to be sure, but rather a 
somewhat conical-shaped 
hill, 
cele- 


brated for its inaccessible steep sides. 


The nativcH who live where Bald 


Mountain was, suy they always thought 
It a little queer because at the base 
were boiling springs, BO warm that one 
could not put bis hand iu them in win- 
ter. 
Near by is a hill called Plaster 


Kock, which furnishes plaster so good 
it is used for building purposes. This 
was receutly analyzed aud fouud to 
consist of merely melted ro^k aud earth, 
aud all this leads to the belief now that 
Bald Mouutain was the cone of a vol- 
cano, which wheii.it sauk March 21, 
caused what all New England called 
au earthquake. To-uight a party of 
woodsmen came iu lo say that the 
guide's story is true and that where the 
mountain formerly stood there is now 
ouly a muddy looking lake. 


Caribou is a towu of more than 4,000 


population. It is situated on the Aroos- 
took Kiver. a branch of the St. John, 
The towu is iu the extreme northeast- 
ern part uf the state, about leu miles 
from

Mouutaiu was twenty-five miles direct- 
ly uoith of Caribou. The gazetteers 
do not state its height, but it was prob- 
ably uot more than 1,000 feet.

The Virgiuia nuts have large white 


puds, aud lu point of flavor and size are 
the fiuest raised, the selects from these 
being known as tbe "Jumbo." 
The 


white and red uuts of Tennessee are 
excellent, but are uot so large as the 
Virgiuia variety. 
North Carolina pro- 


duces the African variety, small aud 
full of oil, but pleasant to tbe taste. 
Authorities differ as to the uut being a 
native of Africa or Brazil. In Louis- 
iauua ia found tbe Spauiab variety, 
small but prolific, aud large quantities 
are grown. 


Peanuts will grow iu any latitude 


where ludian corn will thrive, but a 
good crop depeuds upon tbe climate. 
Where the laud is pulverized and made 
porous and free from grass aud weeds, 
there is little to be doue iu the way of 
cultivation after the seed is placed in 
the ground. Specially devised plows 
are used for cultivating aud harvesting 
tiie crop. 


The picking of the nuts furnishes 


work for thousands of people, princi- 
pally 
the 
uegroes. 
The vines are 


stacked or stored iu barns, after they 
are plowed from the ground. The fac- 
tories, which are really cleauers and 
graders of the uuts, buy the outllt of 
tbe planters, aud, after a treatment of 
cleaning, polishing and sorting, the 
uut is ready for tbe consumer. 


The factories are four-story buildings 


aud tbe machinery consists of fans, 
brushes, polishers and separators. The 
nuts are dumped iuto large hoppers ou 
tbe fourth floor, passing iuto large cyl- 
inders on the uext floor, where they are 
cleaned by attrition, fans taking out the 
dust as they pass iu aud around tbe cyl- 
iuders. They then pass to tbe second 
floor, where faus blow out aud separate 
tbe lightweight uuts, aud tbe others 
pass ou to tables iu the form of endless 
moviug belts. From these tables the 
hundreds of worneu aud children pick 
out the discolored aud faulty uuts and 
allow the better ones to pass ou iuto a 
grader, which grades them as to size. 
The nuts then come out as clean as a 
pearl aud are placed in chutes ruu- 
u lug to the floor, where they are packed 
iu burl ap flacks, and are shipped.

Council— the City Government of New- 
port iu Rhode Island — and from my 
desire to extend aud increase a favorite

Here, then, is a sum of mouey which 


could be devoted, to the improvement 
of Newport. It could be withdraw by 
tbe Savings Bank from its loan to 
Kansas City or Omaha; Denver or Col- 
orado, aud turned over to the city for 
the embellishment of the water front. 
It would be, doubtless, desirable to se- 
cure a modification of the terms of the 
trust from the Supreme Court. If the 
attention of the descendants of Mr. 
Sears were called to the evident wish of 
their ancestor, in the first, second, and 
third generation, to embellish the city 
he loved, and iu whose prosperity he 
believed with that fur-sighted wisdom 
which characterized his investments ou 
Back Bay iu Boston, there would cer- 
tainly be uo opposition on their part. 
In the course of uiy enquiries, an in- 
teresting incident was narrated to me. 
Mr. David Scare had spent a morning 
in burying acorns, to the amusement of 
at least oue memberof his large circle 
of neighbors and friends. 
Acorus! 


Yea. 
Acorns then, but "great oaks 


from little acorns grow." 
If any one 


doubt it, let him puss through Rhode 
Island avenue and look at the stately 
trees which shade the reoidonce of Ad- 
miral Chadwick. They were the acorns 
which Mr. Sears dibbled Into a bare 
field, with the end of his cane, uot 
mauy yeara before he dibbled jo,000 
into the Savings Hand of Newport. 
The oaks of Red Cross avenue are a 
glory for that beautiful part of the city. 
If the Sears fund of f 18,000 be consid- 
ered aa tbat $48;667, leut by the Savluge 
Bank to St. Louis, It may have been 
»saitaila;ed by those members of the 
City Government of that city, who are 
uoweujoj vjgthe hospitality of Mistauri 
in her Slate's Prison. The uiouey might 
bave beeu tetter employed on Long 
wharf. 


The iuitlative might well come from 


"Frederick Seam," "liwt," "second," 
or "third." If certain spots in New- 
port were indicated >>y the park com- 
mission as needing Immediate atten- 
tion; aud a handsome picture, drawn 
by a landscape architect, under their 
direction submitted to th" Supreme 
Court, with the concurrence of the 
City Solicitor, at least one foul blot 
relent be removed, tt ought,of course, 
to be done iu accordance with a plan 


which might b* beaded: "Newport ID 
IMS"; when tue acorusof "Bout Park" 
will lu their turn ba oakt, an ttattly 
aud umbrageous at tbon ou Red Crow 
aveuue. I remember New York W|MU 
the Cattle Lauds commenced at 42ud 
ttreet, with an area of unimaginable 
tilth, extending to tbe great Cathedral. 
But nothing wax more beautiful than 
Dloomiugdale, and tbat part of tbe 
inland, which ia suggested by tbe Ram- 
ble iu the Central Park. 
Without 


doubt, there 
will be ten tboutand 


houses added to the Southern end of 
Rhode Island in less than twenty years. 
The Cliff Walk suggests the Jones 
Wood of my boyhood; or Kip's Bay ou 
the North River. If the Park Com- 
missioners would plan Newport, iifty 
years hence, us L'Eufaut planned for a 
Washington at the end of a ceutury, 
they would receive a wtll merited re- 
ward.

Funny British Solon*. 


Human nature ia much alike all 


over the world. The debate just held 
iu the British Parliament jn woman 
suffrage was marked by all the old ar- 
guments wbicb bave become "chest- 
nuts" lu the United States. 
It was en- 


livened, however, by some points that 
would seem new to us. 


Mr. Lubouchere, in opposing equal 


rights for women, asked: "Why was 
the gillie kept in front of the Ladies' 
Gallery? Keyause the sight of so much 
beauty would disturb the minus of the 
members;" aud be argued that suscep- 
tible members would be atill more up- 
tet if ladies occupied seats ou tbe lloor 
of the House. No American Legisla- 
ture has yet found It necessary to put 
a grated screen before tbe ladles'ga1- 
lery for fear that the sight of ita occu- 
pants would be too much for the legis- 
lators' nerves. 


Mr. Labpucheri* also aaid that It bad 


takeu millions of yearn to develop men 
from monkeys, aud asked, "Were they 
to give women votes iu the hope that 
iu some millions of years they would 
develop iuto intelligent voters?" 


Another member claimed that the 


cruelty of women who wore birds' 
plumage and sealnkiua proved them 
unfit to vote. Mr. William Redmond 
asked how about pigeon shooting aud 
similar sports? 


In general, the opponents appealed to 


sentiment, aud Indulged In prophecy, 
while the advocates of equal rights 
based their arguments on facia. They 
quoted tbe practical good results of 
equal suffrage iu Australia and New 
Zealand, and pointed out that none of 
tbe lurid predictions about wouieu'n 
neglecting their bouiesaud babies has 
beeu 
fulfilled. 
They set forth the 


hard 
conditions 
aud 
starvation 


wages from whicb working women iu 
Euglaud suffer, aud called attention to 
tbe large petltious aud deputations 
from women wage-earners iu behalf of 
tbe ballot. 


The overwhelming vote—182 iu favor 


of full Parliamentary suffrage for wo- 
,meu aud ouly 68 against—seemed to 
show tbat most of tbe members were 
uot much alarmed by direful propue- 
cieaof the conservatives. 


Thin Is the fourth time tbat tbe 


House of Commons has recorded Itself 
iu favor of full suffrage for women, by 
growing majorities. Last time tbe ma- 
jority wae 71; this time It Is 114. Thun 
far tbe House of Lords has always 
defeated the bill.—Ethel C. Avery.

meuiing upon the action of the English 
House of Commons iu voting 182 to 68 
lu favor of full Parliamentary euffrage 
for womeu aud the approval of this 
action bj tbe Italian Chamber of Dep- 
uties says:—"Still it comes with a little 
queer seusatlou—this news that ortho- 
dox Euglaud is really thinking iu 
parliamentary thoughts about giving 
woman a vote on candidates for the 
House of Commons. By good rights 
the United Slates should have led iu 
this question. Aud here we are even 
behiud Signor Rossi of Italy iu recogni- 
tion of the right of women to the suf- 
frage. " 


Yes, 
according to the fundamental 


principles of our boasted free Republic, 
United States should have takeu the 
lead in thia question, but the fact Is we 
are, aud always have beeu, behind 
England aud her colonies, aud behind 
many of the other civilized countries of 
Europe in recoguizlug the political 
rights of womeu. 


Womeu have voted for many yeais 


iu Euglaud aud her colonies upon the 
aauie terms as men for everything ex- 
cept members of Parliament. 
Iu Aus- 


tralia <aud New Zealand women have 
full suffrage upon the same terms as 
men and it looks now us though it 
would uot be long before England 
would follow the lead of tier more pro- 
gressive colonies. 


The rights of the women tax-payers 


bave always been recogui/ed in almost 
every 
country except 
the United 


States. 


In the great state of New York there 


is at the present time a bill before the 
legislature giving womeu tax-payers iu 
cities of the third class a right to vote 
upon special lax levies the same as tax- 
paying men. Strange as it may seeui, 
this most just measure is held iu the 
Senate committee to which it bus beeu 
referred. Verily, United States has yet 
to learn the meaning of injustice iu its 
application to women.—Eluora Monroe 
Babcock. 


Women Vote in New York. 


The women property-owners of North 


Tarrytowu, N. Y., took an active part 
iu an election held there last week. The 
town's contract with the water com- 
pany had expired. The compauyde- 
cined lo renew it except at greatly in- 
creased rules for water. 
The question 


whether the town should continue to be 
supplied by the company or should 
build u plant of its own has been a mat- 
ter of much interest aud of spirited dis- 
cussion. 
After u house-to-house uan- 


vass, un election was culled on a propo- 
sition for a municipal plant. 
The MUO 


property-owners were divided, and the 
two factious carried ou an exciting con- 
test. About 70 property-owners are 
womeu, and they were mostly iu favor 
of the town having its own plant. 
Election day was stormy, and both fac- 
tions sent carriages for voters. Most of 
the women were past middle age, and 
some were octogenarians. They were 
tieutcd with great courtesy at the poll- 
ing place, which was in the town hook 
and ladder house. When it was an- 
nounced that the water company had 
beeu defeated by about SO.votes, they 
had a season of enthusiasm, and the 
victory was ascribed to the women. 


In Tarrytown proper, on the same 


day, the women property- iwuers voted 
on a proposition to build a town library, 
and won by a majority of :s7. Then; 
wus considerable uppos tmn to the libra- 
ry project, and had it not bad the sup- 
port of the women it would have bee i 
defeated.

DESCENDANTS AND RELATIVES 


NEW JEKSEY PATENTS. 


By Mrs. H. Euth Cooke. 


1. Matthew West, a lailor, first of 


Lynn, MUSH., in 1GM; of Newport, B. 
I., 1046, twelve years after eighteen 
emigrants 'from 
Massachusetts pur- 


chased an island in Narragauselt .Bay 
from the unlives, aud commenced the 
settlement 
of 
Newport. 
Perhaps 


Matthew was living when Heuilrick 
Hudson, commander of the ship Half 
Moon, Sept. 2, 1C09, anchored off the 
New Jersey shore, near what Is now 
Long Branch, aud had a record placed 
ou his log, that "this Is a very good 
laud to fall in with, aud a pleasant oue 
losee." Next year, the Dutch sent six 
thipa to trade with the natives of these 
"pleasant lands" that Hudson saw. lu 
1618 Danes came aud made a settle- 
ment in New Jersey which they called 
Bergen. 
Graveseud was settled In 1645 by 39 


tettlers, of whom was Richard Btout 
and his wife Penelope, a cast-away on 
shores of New Jersey from a wrecked 
Dutch ship, whom the Indiana brought 
up aud for whom she had formed an 
affection. Her desire to visit her In- 
dian friends, after becoming Mrs. Rich- 
ard Stout, induced her hushuud to sail 
her across in bis vessel while their 
home was in New Amsterdam. 
Ou 


ber return she would talk with her 
white friends so much about the place 
she had been that five families were in- 
duced, in 1647, to settle with them in 
what is now Middletowu, New Jersey, 
Monmuutu Co. 
Both Stout aud his 


wife could speak the Indian language. 
He, an Englishman, living long among 
the Dutch, with a Dutch wife, all teud- 
ed to help trade in lauds with the In- 
dians who had learued to trust Richard 
Stout, and thus help to have his friends 
trusted. After securiug a patent, they 
got consent from the Indiaus to buy 
their land. The pateut called for 100 
to join the settlement (liree years from 
date. 
This caused the "Graveseud 


meu" to travel for settlers, and as those 
of Newport were nearly related to them, 
they first weut there. They became so 
Jealous over the settlement that their 
Walter Clarke became the secretary, 
and their citizens gave the mnst money 
to pay the Indians for their land. This 
was known to Matthew West, too old to 
settle himself. learned from a deed of 
his made Jau. 16, 1677, to bis grandson, 
Natbl. (son of his son Nathl.) who lives 
with me "the comfort of my old age", 
to whom "for love" I give my dwelling, 
"he now lives in, immediately after 
my decease". No name seems found 
for wife of Matthew, unless it was 
Joan (Jane), that being the uame of 
his only daughter.
